JFK apparently decided that 
such an act would only bring 
world opinion down heavily onto 
the U.S., and refused to discuss 
the project any further, accord- 
ing to Smathers. 

“I remember,” Smathers re- 
called, “he took his fork and hit 
his plate and it cracked and he 
said: ‘No, dammit, I wish you 
wouldn’t do that! Let’s quit talk- 
ing about this subject!’ ” 

The late president’s brother. 
Sen. Robert F. Kennedy, was 
said to have become incensed at a 
later newspaper column accus- 
ing him of plotting Castro’s 
death. 

“Far from approving any plot 
to assassinate Premier Castro,” 
RFK reportedly told close aides, 
“I found out that some people 
were going to try an attempt on 
Castro’s life — and I turned it 
off!”

The Cuban conspiracy was 
not the first time America’s 
superspy organization used the 
Mafia for help in an overseas 
operation. 

The Mafia’s involvement 
goes all the way back to World 
War Two when the OSS (Office' 
of Strategic Services) went to 
Charles (Lucky) Luciano for 
help whent he U.S. was at- 
tempting to establish clandes- 
tine operations in Sicily and 
Italy. 

Luciano became all-powerful 
in organized crime in the U.S. 
and is credited with creating the 
notorious ‘‘Murder, Incorpo- 
rated.” He was allegedly in- 
volved in countless gangland 
executions, as well as narcot- 
ics, prostitution, gambling, the 
protection racket, etc.

The ex-con Brading, picked 
up after the JFK murder, gave 



the FBI questioners a phony 
name, Jim Braden, and pro- 
duced a valid driver’s license to 
that effect. 

It was not until later during 
Chapman’s investigations that 
Braden and the convicted felon 
Brading were discovered to be 
one and the same. 

Supposedly, according to re- 
liable witnesses, he arrived in 
Dallas just before the assassina- 
tion in the company of three 
well-known Mafia triggermen. 

He had not informed his 
parole officer in Los Angeles of 
this association because it was 
in direct violation of his parole.
